2. PAGE 93, COLOR and HIFLSH 
cannot always be accessed 
through the Fu n c tion 
Dispatcher because the 
Function Dispatcher resets 
the carry flag. COLOR may 
be accessed by setting the 
registers as described in 
the manual and then coding 
CALL 823DE. HIFLSH can be 
accessed similarly by 
coding CALL 112410.
